The return: two weeks 
ago, Mendelsohn led the fight on the 
Board of Supervisors to give Lurie and 
the Giants a $500,000 subsidy by 
rescinding a parking tax at Candle¬ 
stick Park. 2) Mel Swig, owmer of the 
Fairmont Hotel. The investment: Swig 
bankrolled Mendelsohn's campaigns 
in 1971, 1974 and 1975 for more than 
$6,000 and acted as chairman of the 
"Friends of Bob Mendelsohn." The 
dividend: In November.1975,.Mendel¬ 
sohn helped lead the fight for approval 
for Swig to build a sports arena in 
Verba Buena w'ith a "nonprofit" cor¬ 
poration.

Would clarify the charter 
to make the Registrar of Voters di¬ 
rectly responsible for conduct of elec¬ 
tions and voter registration in the city. 
B (Suspension of employees): 
NO, Would allow a city employee to 
be suspended for such vague and 
questionable reasons as "immorality," 
a “felony or misdemeanor involving 
moral turpitude" or "drug addiction." 

C (Red Cross leave of absence):

Makes sense because the supervisors 
have final authority on labor con¬ 
tracts with city employees. 

G (Police and fire): YES, with 
reluctance. To the good, this would 
insure no pay cuts for fire and police. 
To the bad, this would cut SF's start¬ 
ing police and fire salaries to among 
the lowest in the state, 

H (Veteran’s credits): YES, Would 
cut back preferential treatment of 
military service veterans and make 
civil service hiring and promotion 
more equitable for minorities,

W'ould force the city to implement 
Prop. M. the original childcare initia¬ 
tive passed overwhelmingly on the 
November 1973 ballot. The super¬ 
visors who get Yerba Buena and air¬ 
port expansion bond issues through 
without a vote of the people can at 
least follow up with some money 
on a much needed social service 
voted in by the people. 

J (Declaration of policy on 
Wages): NO, Would allow the super¬ 
visors to submit to the voters in No¬ 
vember a definition of prevailing rate 
of pay for city workers, which, given 
the present antilabor climate of the 
city, would make a mockery of the 
collective bargaining process as de¬ 
fined in the employee relations ordi¬ 
nance.

Persuasive arguments in favor (would 
help prevent strikes), but on balance 
this seems another round of govern- 
ment-by-last-mi n ute-patchwork. Fu turn 
stipes would be bound by decisions 
of their predecessors: a prolabor board 
could commit the city to paying un¬ 
necessarily high wages (as they did 
with the crafts years ago), or an anti- 
labor board could institute cuts despite 
a soaring cost of living.

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S tewart Udall, the lanky former Secretary 
of the Interior and director of his brother 
Morris Udall’s presidential campaign, 
held a press conference recently at the Del 
Webb Townehouse to talk about Mo Udall’s 
lagging race for the presidency. Stewart Udall 
complained that Jimmy Carter’s success in 
the primaries had been due more to style than 
to substance. “Mo can do very well with 
Jimmy Carter one-on-one,” Udall said. “But 
Carter keeps on winning without issues.”

Then Rollin Post, a political reporter 
for KQED's “Newsroom" stunned Udall 
with a probing question; "What makes 
you think Democrats care about is¬ 
sues?'* 

The incident points up the central 
dilemma for traditional issue-oriented 
candidates like Mo Udall in the 1976 
presidential campaign: the most suc¬ 
cessful candidates this year have built 
their campaigns around popular media 
images which portray them as “New 
Spirit” politicians with auras of spirit¬ 
uality' who will end “big government.” 
Traditional issue-oriented candidates 
like Henry “Scoop” Jackson, Birch 
Bayh and Stewart Udall have had 
rough sledding through the primaries. 

Since California is the birthplace 
of the television 44 image” campaign, 
it is not surprising that the three main 
contenders in Californians June 8 presi¬ 
dential primaries — Gov, Jerry' Brown, 
Jimmy Carter and Ronald Reagan 
appeal to voters more on the basis of 
popular images than on issues. 

Gov, Brown has parlayed his "dow¬ 
ered expectations" from government 
theme and his image as a Jesuit/ 
Buddhist governor into a surprising 
late-season successful run for the nom¬ 
ination, Jimmy Carter has won pri¬ 
mary after primary largely on the 
strength of his 1 'anti-Washington" 
stances, his sensitive-sounding funda¬ 
mental Christianity and his promise 
“never to lie." And Ronald Reagan 
has achieved the precedent-setting 
achievement of mounting a serious 
challenge to unseat an incumbent presi¬ 
dent within his own party by ham¬ 
mering away with some neo-George 
Wallace anti-Federalism. 

With less than a week to go before 
the primary, Brown must be regarded 
as the odds-on favorite to win on the 
Democratic side. But Brown is threat¬ 
ened from several directions. This year, 
for the first time, the California Demo¬ 
cratic primary is not a winner-take-all 
affair. Instead, Democratic contenders 
will split the state's 280 delegates 
on the basis of their share of the popular 
vote; any candidate who wins 15% or 
more of the popular vote in any Con¬ 
gressional district will be rewarded 
with a share of delegates. 

Brown has also had trouble nationally 
convincing Democrats that his cam¬ 
paign is really serious (for example, 
when he visited New York recently 
to court uncommitted delegates, only 
six of the 100 uncommitted delegates 
showed up for a meeting with Brown}. 
In order to be taken seriously at the 
Democratic convention in July (and to 
insure he has a voice in any brokering 
that goes on if Carter doesn't win a 
first ballot nomination), Brown must 
win big in California: anything less 
than a landslide will be construed as 
a defeat. 

Brown would probably be better off 
if the election were held today. Both 
Carter and Frank Church plan to pour 
money into media advertising in Califor¬ 
nia in the final week (Carter: $350,000 
and Church $100,000) and Brown's 
lead could be chipped aw r ay as a re¬ 
sult. Carter's popular appeal — a fresh 
face with religious and anti-govern¬ 
ment tendencies — is very similar to 
Brown’s and the governor could lose 


votes to Carter in conservative dis¬ 
tricts in the Central Valley and Southern 
California. On the other side. Church, 
an establishment Democrat with a na¬ 
tional reputation and a long progres¬ 
sive legislative record, may appeal to 
Kennedy/McGovem-style liberal Demo¬ 
crats who really care about issues and 
are enthused by Church’s detailed 
stands on foreign policy, military spend¬ 
ing and multinationals and turned off 
by Brown's vagueness and lack of 
proven track record. 

Ranald Reagan faces a similar prob¬ 
lem. Although Reagan is attracting 
huge crowds and much enthusiasm 
among voters in his old political base 
in Orange county with loud speeches 
on more punishment for criminals 
and protecting American’s manhood _ 
around the world. Ford plans to spend £ 
an incredible $750,000 in California, 5 
Although Ford has constantly crept d 
to the right politically as a result of “ 
Reagan’s stands, Ford’s moderate ap¬ 
peal may win him lots of votes in 
more liberal Northern California dis¬ 
tricts. The Republican primary, how¬ 
ever, is still winner-take-all and Rea¬ 
gan must be rated a good bet to carry 
the state's 167 delegates. 

The big story' in California, though, 
will be Brown's performance, a test of 
whether voters in his own state think 
Brown deserves the nomination. Here's 
a look at the leading candidates in the 
June 8 primary. 

JERRY 

BROWN 

The Werner Erhard of 
presidential politics

Jerry Brown, the late-season wonder 
boy of the Democratic presidential 
primaries, stood at the microphone in 
San Francisco's Union Square on 
May 25, playing the sun-drenched 
crowd like a piano. 

“Government is a series of small 
steps moving in the right direction," 
the guru governor told the enrapt 
audience, which was dominated by 
longhairs in Adidas and Kung Fu shoes. 
"People ask me, ‘What have you 
accomplished as governor?" For one 
thing, we've limited the amount of 
water it takes to flush a toilet from 
seven gallons to 3'A gallons.’’ The 
avocado-and-bean-sprouts crowd loved 
it. 

In just 11 weeks as an announced 
presidential candidate, the 38-year-old, 
frail and brittle-looking Jerry Brown 
has come from nowhere into a position 
as a serious contender for the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential nomination. By beat¬ 
ing Jimmy Carter in the Maryland 
“beaut\ contest," the Nevada primary, 
the Rhode Island primary and by 
narrowly losing to Church in Oregon — 
capturing a staggering 25% of the vote 
as a write-in candidate — Brown has 
combined his much-publicized, per¬ 
sonally austere lifestyle, fiscal con¬ 
servatism, political savvy and enigmatic 


polities to become a front-runner, in 
milch the same way he has combined 
t hese sanie elements into an 8 5 % voter 
approval ruling since taking office as 
governor in January 1975. 

On June 8. Brown is the odds-on 
favorite to beat jimmy Carter in the 
California primary and pick up the 
lion's share of the state’s 280 delegates 
to the Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion in July. His California slate, 
coupled with a handful of delegates 
from Oregon, Rhode Island, Nevada 
and “uncommitted" delegates he has 
chalked up in a host of other states, 
means that Brown will probably have 
about 200 delegates at the July conven¬ 
tion. This total could put him in a 
strong bargaining position if the bur¬ 
geoning “stop Carter" movement suc¬ 
ceeds in denying the former Georgia 
governor a first ballot nomination and 
the convention moves into a brokered 
horse race. 

Brown returned from campaigning 
in Rhode Island on June 2, planning to 
spend virtually all his time until June 8 
in California (he may visit New Jersey 
for one day}. He plans to try to snow¬ 
ball his present popularity in California 
[a mid-April survey by pollster Mervyn 
Field showed 85% of the California 
electorate approved of the way Browm 
is doing his job as governor) into a huge 
victory over Carter in California while 
Church and Udall slug it out with the 
Georgian in Ohio and New- Jersey. 

B row n 4 s Ca l i Fo r n i a st ra tegy; a t h ree- 
part combination of canvassing, leaflet- 
ing and get-out-the-vote efforts by 
thousands of volunteers he has attract¬ 
ed statewide, maximum exposure 
through short airplane hops in metro¬ 
politan areas and smaller communities 
throughout the state and a $160,000 
media campaign (total California cam¬ 
paign cost: $250,000) of 30- ami 60- 
second radio and telev ision spots in the 
final week of the campaign. 

Brown's media advertising spots are 
excerpts from a monologue-style ad¬ 
dress that, like most Brown speeches in 
the national campaign, concentrate on 
catchwords like “new spirit" and "new 
generation of leadership" rather than 


paign, in I act, is tailored around media 
images (Brown s people call it “chem¬ 
istry" with the voters} that portray the 
governor as a "less is more" politician 
who gave up the governor's limousine 
for a Plymouth and the governor's 
mansion for a $25Q-a-m§nth apart¬ 
ment. In an interview with journalist 
Robert Scheer in the April issue of 
Playboy magazine, Brown expressed 
this perception of voters: Tm not sure 
people care about all the issues raised. 
They get a certain feel for a person and 
that intuition probably decides most 
elections," 

But Brown's ambitious 1 ith-hour en¬ 
try into the presidential sweepstakes — 
and his all-out effort in California — 
may come back to haunt him politically 
if his presidential aspirations fizzle out. 
Already the national media have be¬ 
gun to question whether Brown’s suc¬ 
cess as a politician isn’t due more to his 
ability to keep the press more focused 
on his lifestyle than on his accomplish¬ 
ments in government. As Scheer wrote 
in the May 28 issue of New Times , 
“Until now, most public insights into 
Brown have begun and ended with his 
lifestyle. He has come to be seen as 
more of an avatar who suddenly 
appeared and whose wisdom and vibes 
must be experienced, rather than a 
politician with a program and a record 
that can be examined in a straight¬ 
forward manner," 

Although Brown’s sudden burst of 
unexpected national success has pushed 
his political star into ascendancy, the 
resulting exposure has raised disturb¬ 
ing questions about his unwillingness— 
or inability' — to take stands on specific 
national issues. It has also sharply 
painted out his overwhelming personal 
political ambition. Perhaps most sig¬ 
nificantly For Brown, it has focused 
attention on his rather spotty record as 
governor of California. 

Brown's supporters point to a not in¬ 
considerable list of accomplishments 
to just i f v t he i r c I a i m t h a t B rc > w n is ex¬ 
perienced enough as an executive to 
be president. In just a year and a half 
in office, Browm has recommended tw-o

state budgets that require no tax 
increases- This year, he recommended 
a tax reform measure that would 
exempt single people earning $5,000 
or less (or couples earning $10,000 or 
less) From paying state income tax* He 
has pushed through executive orders 
that deal with *^redlining" — the 
practice by banks and savings and loan 
companies of refusing to lend money 
for the purchase or improvement of 
homes in ghetto districts. 

He has officially .backed the progres¬ 
sive idea of fiat, across-the-board pay 
raises for all state employees ranging 
from judges to janitors. He has signed 
into law a batch of liberal, Democratic' 
backed bills (he signed 1,183 bills in 
his first year) that werestrough opposed 
by Ronald Reagan for eight years, in¬ 
cluding statutes that decriminalized 
the possession of small amounts of 
marijuana, repealed Victorian stric¬ 
tures against sexual acts between con¬ 
senting adults and rolled back the state 
oil depletion tax deduction allowance 
for oil companies. Last year, he success¬ 
fully mediated the creation and passage 
of a law establishing the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board, which super¬ 
vised more than 400 representation 
elections between the United Farm 
Workers and the Teamsters, until fund¬ 
ing for the ALRB ran out early this 
year. 

Brown backers also point to his 
appointment of liberal and progressive 
people, especially legal assistance law¬ 
yers, environmentalists, women and 
minorities to high-ranking executive 
positions as concrete evidence that the 
governor can successful ly push govern¬ 
ment into new directions. His appoint¬ 
ments have included naming Claire 
Dedrick, former executive director of 
the Sierra Club, as Department of 
Resources chief; Tony Kline, a former 
Public Advocates attorney, as Browns 
legal affairs secretary, who screens all 
potential judicial appointments; Sim 
Van der Ryn, a founder of People's 
Park, as state architect; Dr. Jerome 
Lackner, Cesar Chavez's physician, as 
head of the Department of Public 
Health; and artists like poet Gary 
Snyder and sculptor Ruth Asawa to the 
California Arts Council, About half of 
the 700 appointments Brown has made 
since taking over as governor have 
been women and/or minorities. 

But other people who have observed 
Brown's first months in office — in¬ 
cluding some who publicly support his 
presidential bid — remain unimpressed. 
State Senator Anthony Beilonson, for 
example, has complained that “The 
[Brown] rhetoric isn't translated into 
policy. He hasn't been an innovative 
governor in terms of proposing real 
alternatives/' Assemblyman Willie 
Brown, who is supporting Brown for 
president and who introduced Brown 
to the Union Square rally last week, 
has said, 'The real weight of govern¬ 
ment has not been put behind any 
program. Jerry Brown has not risked 
the popularity of his office to forge a 
program/' We talked to* several politi¬ 
cians, reporters and political activists 
here and in Sacramento and reviewed 
a number of other articles that have 
been written about Brown and found 
that on a whole spectrum; of issues, 
ranging from unemployment to the 
environment. Brown has drawn fire 
from a variety of liberal quarters. 
While Brown has made a lot of noise 
about the problems of Big Government, 
he has done and said very little about 
Big Business, and he has done nothing 
to challenge corporate control of large 
sectors of the California economy. 

► Unemployment: As one member 
of the SF Democratic establishment 


put it, “Lowered expectations is just 
another wav of saying. Tough shit for 
you if you don't have a job/ ” While 
California's rate of unemployment is 
higher than that for the country as a 
whole. Brown has done little to im¬ 
prove the situation; official unemploy¬ 
ment has hovered around 10% since he 
took office. 

The heaviest criticism of Brown in 
this area stems from his Firing of Jim 
Lorenz, a California Rural Legal As¬ 
sistance lawyer, as state employment 
development director last summer. As 
state jobs director, Lorenz designed 
an imaginative program For the state 
to help put people to work through a 
series of community-based jobs pro¬ 
grams I or w elfare recipients, coopera¬ 
tive food markets and support from 
state-backed banks. But before the pro¬ 
gram was even announced, the Oakland 
Tribune got wind of Lorenz's plan 
and attacked it in a big red headline: 
“Governor's Secret Worker-State Plan.” 
Shortly after the Tribune called edito¬ 
rially for Lorenz's head. Brown dis¬ 
missed him (the reason given for the fir¬ 
ing by Gray Davis, Brown's chief aide, 
was that Lorenz was not a “team play¬ 
er"), The governor replaced Lorenz 
with Martin Click, another CRLA 
lawyer, who has indicated that the 
burden of ending unemployment rests 
with the federal government, not with 
the state. 

As icing on the cake. Brown later 
appointed Joe Knovviand, publisher of 
the Tribune , to an informal council of 
economic advisors, along with David 
Packard, former deputy secretary of 
defense and Gerald Ford's 1976 fi¬ 
nance chairman, and executives of 
the Bank of America and Standard 


Oil, to give him counsel on job develop¬ 
ment in the state. 

Brown has also failed to develop a 
viable collective bargaining program 
for state employees, except for teachers. 
This has been an announced priori tv 
of Brown's administration, but he has 
so far failed to overcome the opposi¬ 
tion of the Republican minority in the 
legislature to institute any kind of col¬ 
lective bargaining arrangement. 

► Fiscal conservatism vs, social wel¬ 
fare needs: As governor, Jerry Brown 
has been extremely tight-fisted with 
the state's budget surplus — now esti¬ 
mated at $800 million — to the chagrin 
of numerous people who see desperate 
needs going unanswered by the state. 

For example. Brown has been severely 
criticized by advocates of childcare 
for recommending only a $ 10 million 
increase in the state's childcare budget 
this year, a figure which childcare 
advocates claim is not even sufficient 
to keep funding existing childcare pro¬ 
grams at the present level of inflation. 
"Am governor who brags- about a 
budget surplus when 10,000 children 
are on the waiting list in Los Angeles 
and 1,500 are waiting in San Francisco 
and then offers $10 million for child¬ 
care isn't anything to brag about/' 
Sylvia Weinstein, director of SF's Chil¬ 
dren and Parent Action, told the Guard¬ 
ian . "Jerrv Brown, for all his moralis¬ 
tic preachings, has done nothing on 
childcare/' Weinstein criticized Brown 
for going along with new federal guide¬ 
lines on childcare programs which in¬ 


crease the cost of childcare to poor 
families and which make it more dif¬ 
ficult for low-income families to place 
their children in childcare programs, 
(Brown's position on this issue resulted 
in a widely publicized sit-in in his 
Sacramento office by childcare ad¬ 
vocates this year.) 

Other social programs that have 
suffered as a result of Brown's skin¬ 
flint budget policies include dental 
programs, mental health care and edu¬ 
cation. In his first budget. Brown sat 
on the state surplus while he recom¬ 
mended eliminating three major state- 
financed dental programs — including 
lull-mouth x-rays for poor children 
and denture programs for senior citi¬ 
zens. Brown's position was attacked 
by a number of people, including Dr, 
William Schiefer, president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Dental Association, who said 
last year that Brown's policies repre¬ 
sented an “almost police-state ap¬ 
proach " to dental care for poor people, 
(Brown later reversed field on this 
issue, under pressure from liberal legis¬ 
lators.) 

On mental health, Wade Hudson, 
director of the Network Against Psy¬ 
chiatric Assault told the Guardian , 
“The way the Brown administration 
has related to the problems of psy¬ 
chiatric inmates has been horrendous." 
Hudson explained that the governor 
has refused to pay psychiatric in¬ 
mates compensatory wages for work 
performed by inmates inside institu¬ 
tions (his position has resulted in 
the US Department of Labor's filing 
a lawsuit against the state). Hudson 
also claimed that Mario Obledo, head 
of the Health and Welfare A gene v, 
and Dr. Jerome Lackner, chief of the 


Department of Public Health, have 
I ailed to deliver on promise's and poli¬ 
cies to end involuntary shock treat¬ 
ment and forced drug programs in 
California institutions, as well as a pro¬ 
gram to provide adequate legal counsel 
to mental health inmates. 

In education, Brown's record has 
been equally spotty. He has not led 
the way to implement the Searrano- 
Priest decision to equalize state dis¬ 
tribution of money between rich and 
poor school districts which are widely 
at variance in the amount of property 
tax homeowners and renters in each 
district pay to local school districts 
annually. Last year, he axed appro¬ 
priations for a number of state uni¬ 
versity programs, including affirma¬ 
tive action programs, and scalped bud¬ 
gets for funds for early childhood edu¬ 
cation programs. Brown has continued 
a bare-bones approach to education 
this year. SF attorney William Cob- 
ientz. University of California regent 
who is supporting Brown's presidential 
try, told the Guardian he approved 
of Brown's questioning of assumptions 
about state education, but admitted 
that Brown's fiscal policies mean "you 
may have problems later, especially 
on minority programs and grants-in- 
aid. There may not be enough to keep 
them going. " 

Shortly after taking office. Brown 
to 1 d jack Rees, ex( *cu t i v e c 1 i rec to r of t he 
California Teachers Association, “1 
am going to starve the schools finan¬ 


cial K until 1 get some educational re¬ 
forms/' When Rees asked what reforms 
Brown had in mind. Brown told him, 
“I don't know vet." 

► Consumer issues: Brown drew 
heavy flak from consumer groups last 
year for his refusal to support three 
key consumer bills — mandatory gas 
price posting, a generic drug pricing 
bill and a supermarket price labeling 
bill — despite the fact that all the bills 
were "consistent with Brown's philoso¬ 
phy and didn't require a penny from 
the state," according to Ray Bonner, 
former West Coast regional director of 
Consumers Union and the present 
head of consumer fraud division of the 
SF district attorney s office. 

Brown's performance on consumer 
issues has improved somewhat this 
year. The governor recently intro¬ 
duced a 17-bill consumer package that 
contains proposals that SF Consumer 
Advocates and other consumer groups 
have been seeking for a long time. 
Included in the package are provisions 
for greater consumer control over 
professional regulatory boards and bu¬ 
reaus and increased control of these 
boards by the Department of Con¬ 
sumer Affairs. But even at that. Brown 
has received only mixed reviews from 
consumer groups, SF Consumer Action s 
April 1976 newsletter contains an 
analysis of Brown's package. It calls 
his program "impressive and exciting" 
but goes on to note that C.A has "ser¬ 
ious reservations about the complete¬ 
ness of the Brown program and about 
the genuineness of his commitment" 
to it, CA s complaints: Brown has failed 
to fund staff for public interest mem¬ 
bers of regulatory boards and has also 
failed to create a strong consumer 
protection department by splitting the 
DCA into two parts so that the DCA 
director would no longer represent 
business and consumers at the same 
time, 

► The environment: Jerry Brown 
the presidential candidate constantly 
paints himself as a committed environ¬ 
mentalist. We need, he says, "a new 
ethic of conservation that respects the 
limits of Spaceship Earth." But the 
Washington, D,C.-based League of Con¬ 
servation Voters has rated both Morris 
Udali and Jimmy Carter, two of Brown's 
opponents, as "outstanding" on the 
environment, while giving Brown a 
"good" rating for his environmental 
policies. 

Jerry Brown the governor has a very 
mixed performance on key environ¬ 
mental issues: Dave Pope of the SF 
office of the Sierra Club told the Guard¬ 
ian that while Brown's programs in the 
areas of air pollution and transporta¬ 
tion have been excellent, his policies 
in the area of land use planning and 
pesticide control received a "D" or 
lowest rating. Brown has also refused 
to take a clear stand on Proposition 15, 
the Nuclear Safeguards Initiative, choos¬ 
ing instead to take the politically safe 
position of supporting the three nuclear 
bills that just passed the legislature 
which co-opt Prop. 15 (also. Brown's 
father is spearheading the campaign 
against Prop. 15 by acting as director 
of Citizens for Jobs and Energy ). 

Brown has provided little lead¬ 
ership in fighting against the New 
Melones dam, a project bitterly 
opposed by environmentalists. Brown 
has failed to take a clear posi¬ 
tion on Dow Chemical company's 
plans to build a $500 million 
petro-chemieal project in the Delta, 
and Brown has not responded 
to calls for a comprehensive 
state plan to deal with the 
large influx of oil from Alaska's

Earth. 

►■Criminal justice: Brown provided 
some insight into his rather unliberal 
view of the criminal justice system 
in his April interview in Playboy , 
Brown told Robert Scheer, “Punishment 
is a word many people shrink from to¬ 
day, but it probably provides more fair¬ 
ness than the much-abused rehabilita¬ 
tion. Using that term, we often permit 
wide-scale discretion and official arbi¬ 
trariness/' 

In 1975, Brown also backed the 
creation of a federally financed, 1,000- 
member elite National Guard police 
force for riot control and “civil dis¬ 
turbance duties/' The troops for this 
force are trained at Camp San Luis 
Obispo, California's training academy 
for “Operation Garden Plot" {Guard¬ 
ian i/9/76). 

Brown has also failed thus far to 
solve the conflict betw r een doctors, 
lawyers and insurance companies in 
the medical malpractice issue. And 
even some of his accomplishments 
are open to question: Brown's anti- 
redlining executive orders ended up 
watered down after the savings and 
loan industry put the pressure on. In 
an article on Brown in the May 17 
issue of the Village Voice 3 Joel Kotkin 
reported, “Brown s men rewrote ori¬ 
ginally tough regulations to satisfy 
angry lobbyists from the powerful 
savings and loan industry. Jim Lowery, 
a public interest lawyer who helped 
write the initial administration red¬ 


lining proposals, charges that Brown 
caved in because 'he has totally ac¬ 
cepted the notion from Reagan's ad¬ 
ministration that the job of regulators 
is to help the savings and loans/ 

(Asked for comment on the Kotkin 
story, Dave Jensen of the governor's 
press office told the Guardian , “Those 
regulations are the toughest in the 
country. I know of no other state that 
has equally stringent redlining regula¬ 
tions.”) 

Although Brown's campaign has not 
yet had time to prepare detailed posi¬ 
tions on national and international 
issues, some hint of Brown s stands 
can be gleaned from other remarks he 
has made. For example: 

► Foreign policy: Brown told Scheer 
in the Playboy interview, “Well, Rus¬ 
sia's obviously the strongest military 
power. We're all becoming more inter¬ 
dependent, but we ought to realize that 
without substantial military strength, 
weTe obviously jeopardizing our se¬ 
curity. I wonder what exactly will be 
the consequences of some of the agree¬ 
ments that Kissinger is apparently bring¬ 
ing about. I've got some doubts. . , . 

I get the impression that weVe being 
pushed around a lot and that America 
has become a big sap for the rest of 
the countries. And I don't like it. We 
have a lot of strength, so I don't see 
why we should have guilt feelings and 
act like we're always the fall guy/' 

► Defense cuts: Brown told Scheer 
in Playboy , “I'd be surprised if there 
were dramatic savings to be made 
in national defense. 

► C1A/FBL Brown says on the stump 


that he would act as president to end 
documented examples of abuse of per¬ 
sonal freedoms by the FBI and the 
CIA. But he told Scheer, “I have very 
mixed feelings. There've been abuses; 
these agencies have gotten out of con¬ 
trol and have to be brought back into 
control. But in the process, we may 
end up throwing out the baby with 
the bath water. A vigorous free press 
is essential, but the constant harping 
on things that have gone on in this 
Government — I really wonder if 
they're that different from what's gone 
on in other governments, ” 

So why, with an unproven record 
as a governor and an admitted lack 
of expertise on national issues, is Jerry 
Brown running for president now? 
Jerome Falk, Brown's Northern Califor¬ 
nia campaign director, told the Guard - 
ian y “No matter what happens, jerry 
has made himself a national figure 
for 1980 or 1984." 

In three short months. Brown has 
shown that he has enormous popular 
appeal that translates into votes. He 
has also attracted political pros like 
Mickey Kantor, a Los Angeles attorney 
who ran Alan Cranston's 1974 reelec¬ 
tion effort and Sargent Shrivels 1972 
vice-presidential race, and Allard Low- 
enstein, a former member of Congress 
and the architect of the 1968 “stop 
LBJ” movement, who have demon¬ 
strated they can package Brown suc¬ 
cessfully even in states where Brown 
is a relative unknown. Brown has also 
shown he is not above making deals 
with “machine” politicians like Mary¬ 
land Gov. Marvin Mandel and his 
cronies in Maryland, or going back 
on promises, like the one he made in 
1974 to serve as governor for four 
years. 

Brown is running for president be¬ 
cause he really wants to be president, 
and if he can't win this year, he at 
least wants to establish his credentials 
as a national political figure. The over¬ 
whelming impression to be gained 


from an examination of Brown's poli¬ 
tical record is one of pure ambition: 
Brown has run for four different poli¬ 
tical offices in the last seven years; he 
has come a long way from 1969, when 
he finished first in a crowded field to 
win office on the Los Angeles Com¬ 
munity College board. 

The feeling I get from the somewhat 
confused Brown campaign is that Brown 
is in the race to win, and that he is 
really not interested in a vice-presi¬ 
dential spot or in being a 'stalking 
horse” for Hubert Humphrey or any¬ 
one else. “I don't think he's thought 
much about the vice-presidency/' Fred¬ 
erick Baron, a deputy director of 
Brown's campaign, told me, 

Jerry Brown is the Werner Erhard 
of national politics. Like Erhard, Brown 
is a super salesman of himself who 
has accumulated a large following by 
questioning people s basic assumptions, 
using vague language to communicate 
even vaguer ideas with which every¬ 
one can agree and borrowing freely 
from several religions to pad his rap. 
While Erhard has moved from moti¬ 
vating encyclopedia salesmen for Par¬ 
ents Magazine's Cultural Institute to 
heading the huge persona 1-growth em¬ 
pire called “est” in ten years. Brown has 
made it from the Los Angeles Com¬ 
munity College board to serious presi¬ 
dential candidate in seven. 

The problem for Brown may be that 
■ his overwhelming ambition may be¬ 
come too obvious and turn off voters 
and that he will lose his enormous 
popularity with his incessant ques¬ 
tioning and lack of performance. And, 
as Richard Reeves has written in the 
New York Times , “There are a lot of 
people, some of them quite powerful, 
waiting in line to be the second to kick 
Jerry Brown on his way down. Of 
course, none of them have the guts to 
be first — not when Brown is on top. 
But if he slips, he has no network, few 
friends and no personal or political 
power base to stop the fall,” ■

Mo heads for Ohio, Frank fights 
for runner-up

D avid S, Broder, the Washington 
Post political reporter, told friends 
in Portland on the night of the May 25 
Oregon primary that the hardest test 
on June 8 for the last two liberals in 
the primary race. Rep. Morris Udall 
of Arizona and Sen. Frank Church of 
Idaho, would not come in California. 
Broder said he, along with many other 
major national political reporters, was 
booking into Ohio, 

Broder s assessment proved accurate. 
Gov. Jerry Brown's hammerlock on 
California has forced Udall to virtually 
cede the liberal cause to Church, the 
freshest progressive in the race. And 
even Church admits that his race is 
with ex-Co v. Jimmy Carter of Georgia 
for second place. 

Udall began rethinking California as 
soon as Brown declared his primary 
intentions in March, Jim Fay, Udall's 
Northern California coordinator, told 
me. By May 18, when Udall lost to 
Carter in Michigan by a razor-thin 
margin of 1,820 votes, his options 
narrowed. Ex-Rep. Jerry Waldie of 
California, Udall's "'surrogate” cam¬ 
paigner, explained that Udalls deci¬ 
sion to avoid California wasn't diffi¬ 
cult. “Mo has proven he can come in 
second,” Waldie told me, “What he 
needs desperately is a win, and Ohio 
offers him his last chance." Waldie 
sat with Udall on the House Post Of¬ 
fice Committee until he gave up his 
seat to lose the 1974 gubernatorial 
primary to Brown. 

But Udall will not have the clear 
shot at Carter he was counting on. 
Church, in the glow of his Oregon 
win, needs an Eastern primary in his 
pocket and has geared up a major 
drive in Ohio. This is the case despite 
claims by Don Lee, Church's California 
campaign coordinator, that he is “di¬ 
viding his time between Ohio and 
California equally,” For one thing, 
the Church national campaign staff, 
which was in Portland, Oregon, or¬ 
chestrating Church’s third straight win 
over Carter, did not come to California 
after the primary* Instead, national 
coordinators Jerry Brady and Fred 
Iseman as well as campaign statistician 
John Tabari made a beeline for Ohio. 
Bill Hall, Church’s national press sec¬ 
retary, told me the emphasis is “60 
to 40 in favor of Ohio,” Church him¬ 
self has pared his personal schedule 
and will spend a day less than ori¬ 
ginally scheduled campaigning in Cal¬ 
ifornia. (He's book a speech at UC 
Berkeley on Thursday, June 3.) 

Church's Ohio push has mouse- 
trapped Udall, who stayed away from 
Nebraska and scuttled his campaign 
in Oregon to get out of Church’s way. 
Udall, according to a May 30 New 
York Times story by R. W. Apple, 
assumed Church would return the ges¬ 
ture in Ohio and is openly “resentful.” 
“I don't want him in Ohio,” the Times 
quoted Udall, “and I think everyone 
on God’s earth knows it” 

If Church’s Ohio decision helps any¬ 
one, it's Carter, who, by holding the 
middle of the road in Ohio, could 
split the liberal vote and weaken the 
already scant nomination chances of 
both Church and Udall. 

With the emphasis going out of state, 
the Udall and Church California cam¬ 
paigns are each low r -budget affairs 
compared to either Carter’s or Brown's. 
Udalls Northern California campaign 
is relying on an all-volunteer staff to 
mail out literature and walk precincts. 
Fay, on leave as a professor of poli¬ 
tical science at Cal State Hayward, 
estimates there are 150 volunteers 


signed up to help deliver the Udall 
message. 

“I'm not saying we're starving Cali¬ 
fornia for Ohio,” he told me, “but 
we do have a bare bones budget.” 
Udall is planning only one day in 
California and is depending on stand- 
ins like Waldie to campaign for him. 

The Northern California Church 
headquarters is only slightly less spare. 
The campaign has three full-time paid 
staffers whose ranks are supplemented 
with volunteers, some of them veterans 
from the Oregon and Nebraska pri¬ 
maries. 

Lee, the Church coordinator, de¬ 
scribes himself as a “hog farmer from 
northeastern Michigan,” but he is, in 
fact a former missionary, ex-MIT Uni¬ 
versity Chaplain and a seasoned cam¬ 
paign manager. Lee opened the Church 
for President headquarters in San Fran¬ 
cisco on March 18, the same day 
Church announced himself in the run¬ 
ning for the Democratic nomination. 
“We have precious little money,” Lee 
told me, “but we plan to do a variety 
of things.” Among them, Lee said, 
would be literature mailings and pre¬ 
cinct walking by volunteers. “Soon,” 
he said, “we're installing a phone bank 
and will begin making calls.” Church's 
most potent weapon is his $100,000 
media campaign, spent primarily for 
radio spots. 

Lee is vague on the number of volun¬ 
teers Church has enlisted in northern 
California, and some former Church 
workers express doubts about Lee's 
prediction that Church “will score 
damn significantly in California.” One 
Oregon staffer, who is not working 
in the California campaign, told me, 
“They aren't nearly as well organized 
as they were in Oregon. They have 
several weeks' work to do and only 
one week to do it in. They haven't even 
got all their walking lists yet.” 

Apart from campaigning, both 
Church's and Udall's campaigns have 
been scouting for badly needed funds. 
Church is looking to groups he has 
backed in the Senate, like the elderly 
whom he has supported as chairman 
of the Committee on Aging, In addi¬ 
tion, the local Church forces are trying 
to cash in on Church's pro-Israel posi¬ 
tion by luring liberal Jewish backers 
in a series of fundraising soirees. 

The Northern California Udall cam¬ 
paign began sending out solicitations 
by mail as soon as the headquarters 
opened its doors in mid-March, So 
far, mailings have gone out to faculty 
members at local colleges and to mem¬ 
bers of Friends of the Earth, whose 
President, David Brower, is a staunch 
Udall supporter. 

Udall's record on congressional re¬ 
form and environment have earned 
him his reputation as a solid pro¬ 
gressive, He’s fought for financial dis¬ 
closure laws in the Congress and against 
the seniority system. Udall authored 
the strip-mining bill and backed the 
land-use planning bill protecting rural 
areas from uncontrolled growth, 

Udall's congressional record has 
earned him a cumulative rating of 
89% from the AFL-CIOs COPE 
(Church has an 83%) and an “overall 
liberal quotient” of 86% from the 
Americans for Democratic Action 
(Church's is 87%), Udall also got the 
ADA's endorsement last March. How¬ 
ever, Leon Shull, national director 
of the ADA, told the Guardian the 
ADA’s endorsement of Udall “does 
not mean we are against Church” 
since the ADA considers the two candi¬ 
dates' records to be “relatively similar, ” 
The reason for ADA’s choice, accord¬ 
ing to Shull, is that Udall had already 
entered the race when the ADA issued 
its endorsement and Church had not. 

But Udall's liberalism has yet to yield 
him a win in any primary outside of 
Arizona. Richard Reeves quipped in 
New York magazine that no candi¬ 
date coupling liberal politics with an 
ideological approach to the issues can 
win in 1976. Udall stresses both, and 
Waldie agrees that Udalls issues-

oriented liberalism may have hurt him. 
"The theory's right, maybe,” Waldie 
said, “but you’ve got to realize that 
Mo is a very sincere kind of guv. He's 
not going to alter his approach. He be¬ 
lieves a candidate has got to talk about 
the issues. “ 

One issue Udall has dodged is Cali* 
fornia’s Proposition 15, the Nuclear 
Safeguards Initiative. Udall, who in 
the House Interior Committee has pro¬ 
posed outlawing oil, gas and nuclear 
monopolies, has said, according to 
Kathleen Phillips, a press coordinator, 
he doesn't support Prop. 15 because of 
its “potential negative ramifications 
in other states.” 

To press for an endorsement of Prop. 
15, Waldie met for an hour with Udall's 
brother Stewart Udall, the national 
campaign chairman and secretary* of 
the interior under Presidents Kennedy 
and Johnson, in Washington on June 1. 
Waldie hoped Morris Udall would 
come to California to spend an extra 
day endorsing the initiative. Waldie 
told me with chagrin, “Stewart just 
said Mo couldn't take the time away 
from Ohio.” 

Church, like Udall, has not endorsed 
Prop. 15. As chairman of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Energy Research and 
Water Resources, he has beefed up 
Ford administration requests for funds 
to further explore nonnuclear energy 
alternatives, and he calls nuclear power 
an “unfortunate alternative,” but Eric 
Moore, Church's issue person in Cali¬ 
fornia, told me. “I don’t think the 
senator will change his mind on 15.” 

Aside from nuclear power. Church 
has compiled a strong liberal record 
in his 20 years in the Senate, He turned 
the corner on Vietnam in 1964 and 
coauthored the Church-Hatfield amend¬ 
ment to end the Vietnam war, the 
Church-Cooper amendment to prevent 
American ground forces from reenter¬ 
ing Cambodia, and the Case-Church 
amendment, which finally ended the 
bombing of Cambodia. Church has been 
tough on the Pentagon, consistently 
voting against arms boondoggles like 
the B-l bomber and the Trident sub¬ 
marine. He has called for amnesty 
for all who refused to participate in 
the war in Vietnam for reasons of 
conscience and has urged the removal 
of all ,US troops from South Korea. 
On the domestic side, Church has 
backed increases in social security 
payments, cosponsored the Equal Rights 
Amendment and floor-managed the 
Wilderness Act. In the last year he 
has vaulted into the national conscious¬ 
ness by conducting investigations into 
US intelligence operations and into 
illegal operations on US multinational 
corporations abroad. 

Whatever publicity points Church 
scored during the investigations, his 
late start in the primaries make the 
odds for his winning the nomination 
even lower than Udall s. And Udall's 
nomination scenario is decidedly opti¬ 
mistic. His strategy hinges on winning 
Ohio decisively. Then, if Carter fiz¬ 
zles, Udall would arrive at the con¬ 
vention second in the delegate count, 
with his campaign in ascendancy. Udall 


would continue building on his dele¬ 
gate strength and prove too strong 
for either Church, Brown or Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota. In the scen¬ 
ario, according to Udall, he %vould 
win on the third or fourth ballot. The 
Church nomination scenario likewise 
pivots on a Carter collapse and a con¬ 
vention deadlock. 

Church cannot hope to grab the nom¬ 
ination by winning delegates In the 
primaries left open to him. In Cali¬ 
fornia, for instance. Church's cam¬ 
paign says it would leave satisfied if 
he won 50 to 60 delegates, or about 
one-fifth of the state's 280 delegates. 
Bill Hall told me Church's nomina¬ 
tion chances actually rest on proving 
to the Democratic party that he has 
broad presidential appeal. That is the 
real reason Church is in California, 
“Our game,” Hall said, “is momentum.” 




A $350,000 media coffer

J immy Carter brought his bandwagon 
to Berkeley on June I, rolling into 
Alta Bates hospital For an appearance 
shortly after 9 am. Carter gladhanded 
his way into the hospital ahead of a 
pack of 50 reporters, cameramen and 
technicians following him around and 
ordered a Secret Service agent to hold 
back the press while he talked with 
hospital administrators and patients 
inside the hospital. 

As Carter disappeared, ABC reporter 
Sam Donaldson shoved his way toward 
the front of the crowd of reporters, 
tongue-lashing the hapless Secret Ser¬ 
vice man as he went. “Charlie Davis, 
let all these reporters in,” Donaldson 
told the agent. “It doesn't make any 
sense to keep us out here. This whole 
thing was planned for the press,” 

Since the birth of his presidential 
campaign in the snows of New Hamp¬ 
shire back in February, former Georgia 
governor Jimmy Carter has been tabbed 
as an “image” candidate who waffles 
on issues and refuses to be pinned down 
on tough questions. In the final days 
before the California primary, with 
even Time magazine, one of his biggest 
backers, attacking what it calls Carter's 
“fuzziness” on issues, Carter is fight¬ 
ing hard against his reputation. In re¬ 
cent campaign appearances. Carter 
has stressed his programs and policies 
on specific issues. But Carter is caught 
in a web of contradiction: while at¬ 
tempting to prove he is not an “image 
candidate/' Carter's people have de¬ 
signed a last-minute issues blitz that 
itself has taken the character of a gi¬ 
gantic media event. 

Item: During his Alta Bates appear¬ 
ance, Carter held a 30-minute press 
conference in which he fielded ques¬ 
tions on malpractice insurance, federal

loan servicing, charges for hospital ex¬ 
pansion and the bureaucratic problems 
of Medicare and Medicaid. His answers 
showed that Carter had not only tho¬ 
roughly researched the national health 
care issue but also had studied Alta 
Bates's own recent expansion, the hos¬ 
pital’s friction with local neighbor¬ 
hood groups and the latest changes 
in California medical malpractice in¬ 
surance rates. But Carter also made 
sure that photographers had time to 
get pictures of him pumping the hands 
of hospital dignitaries and patients and 
posing with an ethnically mixed group 
of young doctors, nurses and techni¬ 
cians. 

Item: On May 21, Carter held a 
half-hour news conference in the Cali¬ 
fornia Room in the SF Hilton Hotel. 
One of the questions asked at the news 
conference related to the California 
Nuclear Safeguards Initiative (Prop, 15). 
Carter's answers to questions showed 
he was familiar with the details of the 
initiative, understood the arguments 


on both sides of the issue and would 
favor tightening nuclear safety regula¬ 
tions — including putting plants under¬ 
ground — if elected president. But he 
declined to take a stand on Prop. 15; 
^Tm not going to tell the California 
people how to vote on this matter.” 

Item: On May 27, Carter ran a full- 
page ad in the Bay Area Reporter , 
a San Francisco gay newspaper, noting 
that he supports Rep. Bella A-bzug’s 
bill to end discrimination against gays 
in housing, hiring and education, has 
gay staffers working on his campaign 
and has four up-front gays running 
as Carter delegates in California. But 
Carter says that although he doesn't 
think gays should be singled out for 
discrimination, he personally opposes 
homosexuality because of “Biblical 
teachings,” 

The key point of Carter's issue blitz 
is that in trying to show he is not an 
image candidate who waffles on issues, 
Carter has turned to the media to broad¬ 
cast his waffling on issues. Carter in 
fact is counting on a heavy media 


campaign to cut into Jerry Brown's 
apparent lead in the California pri¬ 
mary*. Carter will spend about $350,000 
on TV and radio ads alone in California, 
And he isn't exactly spending his media 
money to engage in detailed discussions 
of his political platform: most of the 
money is slated for 30- and 60-second 
spots 

More: Carter's campaign staff has 
actually cut back on a number of five- 
minute spots which they originally 
planned to run. This virtually insures 
that Carter's views about gun control, 
homosexuality' arid the decriminaliza¬ 
tion of marijuana won't be stressed in 
his media campaign. Carter's media 
buy is roughly twice as high as Jerry 
Brown's, and more than three times 
the amount to be spent on media by 
Frank Church, the only other Demo¬ 
cratic contender who’s making a serious 
run For the primary. 

But Carter’s own campaign staff 
is pessimistic. “Everyone knows that 
Brown is going to win here and win 
big,” John Roberts, Carter's press aide, 
told me. ”A Few weeks ago, we expected 
to win 100 delegates anyway. Now 
we're figuring to get as few as 60 or 70. 
We really look for a strong challenge 
from Church here. There's evidence 
of a real Church presence in California."

in one of Ihe most surprising endorsements 
of the primary campaign. Father Eugene Boyle 
this week gave the nod to Art Agnus in the 16th 
District race for State Assembly. The reason for 
Boyles choice: “Art lias the competence and 
experience to handle the job of pulling thaL 
extremely diverse district together. It was not an 
easy decision For me.” The reason it wasn’t 
easy: Agnos supervised Assemblyman John 
Foran’s campaign against Boyle in 1974 — 
a rough-and-tumble race. 


Presidential candidate Jimmy Carter's brief 
stop at Alta Bates hospital in Berkeley this week 
left some of the press covering his campaign 
with a slightly ghoulish feeling. Carter stopped 
to chat with patients in private rooms while 
reporters and TV technicians were forced to 
wait in a w*ard full of sick people. 

The bright TV lights slowly drove the tempera¬ 
ture in the air-conditioned room up until patients 
and staff alike were sweating freely, and one 
group of reporters clustering around an elderly 
woman's bed so alarmed her that her doctor 
had to drive the press away. 

Curtis Wilkie, a reporter from the Boston 
Globe profiled by Tim Crouse in his book The 
Boys on the Bus , passed the time in the hospital 
by grimly fantasizing the conversations Carter 
was having with patients out of earshot of the 
press; That’s quite a sear you have there.” 
Wilkie joked in his own Southern drawl. "Yessir, 
that's a mighty fine scar. Y'all come on out and 
help me next Tuesday, y’hear?”

Despite the media overexposure given the major presi¬ 
dential candidates, most voters rarely gel a good idea of 
how the candidates stand on many significant national 
issues. To cut through the media images, we asked the 
campaign offices of each of the six major candidates to 
provide us with their man's responses to our questions on 
major national issues. 

Wc then rated the candidates by comparing their re- 
spo uses with our views (in parentheses after the questions). 
The maximum score was 14 with each point counting as 
one. A candidate got a full point if he agreed with our 
position or gave an answer that indicated u basic agree¬ 
ment with our position (examples: Carter's response on 
national health insurance. Church's position on gav rights). 
We gave a candidate a half-point for questions that were 
answered partially in agreement with us (Ford s position 
on abortion) or indicated partial agreement with our posi¬ 


tion (Uriah's position on the CIA). Finally, we gave a zero 
when candidates flatly disagreed with our view or took "mi 
position'‘ at all on the issue and we could not find their 
position recorded elsewhere. 

The results: the highest scores were recorded by Sen, 
Frank Church (10’/a) and Hep. Morris tJdall (10) followed 
by Jimmy Carter (7Vi). Gov. Jerry Brown (4). who has 
refused to lake a position on most of the issues and de¬ 
clined to respond to oitr questionnaire, fared worst of 
the Democrats isre footnote below). President Gerald 
Ford (W) nosed did Ronald Reagan (0) because Ford doesn't 
believe in a constitutional amendment on abortions,

* Brown s campaign was the only one that did not respond to our questionnaire by presstime. Nina 
Stem, Brown s assistant press aide, told the Guardian, "We're just in the process now of putting 
together his positions on issues.' 1 Stem requested us to put our request in writing and claimed the 
Guardian didn't "give us enough time" to formulate positions on the issues. This was on May 29, 
four days before presstime, and one full day after we first tried to contact the Brown campaign con¬ 
cerning the questionnaire. Frederick Baron, Brown's deputy campaign director for issues told us. 


"We haven't gotten clearance from the governor yet on issues [June 1 ]. He doesn't like the staff putting 
our positions on issues/ 1 However, we tried to discover the position the governor has taken, if any, on 
the issues we were interested in. To supplement our knowledge of his record in Sacramento and his 
printed interv iews and recent campaign statements, we used Common Cause's extensive study of the 
positions of the major presidential candidates on dozens of issues. Some of the quotes arc taken from 
the Common Cause report. Unfortunately, by presstrme Brown had simply not taken a position on 
most of the questions wc posed. Hence the frequent “no position” response in the Brown column above.

Touring the English countryside 


Roman roads, rough cider and weathered stone 



Two hours from London, you can step back 200 years. 


In England, do as the natives do: 
head for the country.

curing England, to most 
Americans, still tends to 
mean visiting London for a 
week or so, spending a day 
at Oxford or Cambridge, whiz¬ 
zing through Stratford and 
then stopping at Stonehenge for 
a few photos before catching 
the train to Scotland — with 
scarcely a glance at all the 
little villages and the rural 
countryside so prominent in 
England's past. 

London is a must, of course, 
with the theater continuing 
to be great (and cheap: sub¬ 
sidies help keep some seats — 
mostly occupied by Americans 
— as low as $1,50 for nearly 
any play), museums tremen* 
dous in size and quality, and 
all the old standards (West¬ 
minster Abbey, Tower of Lon¬ 
don. St. Paul's) more impressive 
even than the postcards. 

On the other hand, spend¬ 
ing a lot of time in London 
these days has some definite 
drawbacks. Problems of eco¬ 
nomics, housing and unemploy¬ 
ment have put a damper on 
local spirits; crime is up a bit 
(even among the police — 12 
officials of Scotland Yard were 
recently charged w r ith accept¬ 
ing bribes); and the city doesn't 
even look quite so sharp any 
more — litter in the streets, 
thousands of vacant buildings, 
air pollution replacing the 


legendary London fog. Worst 
of all, the IRA is still plant¬ 
ing bombs in public places 
like tube stations, pubs, res¬ 
taurants and the undersides of 
parked cars at an average of 
about one a week. 

All of which makes a strong 
case for tourists to continue to 
come to England, but to spend 
more of their time doing what 
the natives do — heading for 
the country. Dozens of fas¬ 
cinating rural areas survive in 
England, but one in particular 
is especially accessible and in¬ 
teresting for foreigners; the 
Cotswolds, just two hours from 
London and a stone's throw 
past Oxford. 

The Cotswolds make an ideal 
travel spot because they pack 
so much into a tiny area, a 
rough square only ten or 15 
miles on the side. They've got 
history from the Romans to 
the Saxons to the Normans; 
untouched rural landscapes and 
tiny villages with names like 
Birdlip, Cirencester, Daneway 
or Stroud: and countless little 
country pubs where you can 
drink rough cider or classic 
beers like Wadworth’s 6X Bit¬ 
ter, straight out of wooden 
barrels. 

We'll start with this history, 
which really means starting 
with the Romans, who dis¬ 
covered how sheep thrive on 
the rough vegetation of the 
Cotswold hills. Cirencester was 


the second largest Roman town 
in England back in the second 
century, and you can still drive 
along the Roman roads (theyYe 
the straightest ones) or see 
mosaics in the ruins of Roman 
villas or relics in the Roman 
museum in the town. 

But the Cotswolds became 
most prominent nearly a mil- 
lenium later, after Flemish 
weavers who came in with 
the Normans turned the area 
into England's number one 
textile region. From the 12th 
to the ISth centuries, wool 
kept Cotswold villages hum¬ 
ming, also producing the local 
phenomenon of “wool church¬ 
es" — built either by wool 
merchants from their profits 
or by abbots grown wealthy 
by taxing the wool. 

Unfortunately for the Cots¬ 
wolds, but fortunately for us, 
the limited supply of water 
power in the area couldn't 
compete with that of the new 
boom towns of the industrial 
revolution, and the Cotswolds 
were nearly abandoned over¬ 
night, leaving only a few weav¬ 
ers and a greatly reduced pop¬ 
ulation of shepherds and shop¬ 
keepers, much like today. This 
is the main thing that makes 
the area special; it's been vir¬ 
tually unchanged in 200 years, 
particularly so since all the 
buildings are stone — cottages, 
manors, churches, market¬ 
places, town halls. 


Stone, indeed, dominates all 
vou see: it's the local Cots- 
wold stone, a rugged, grayish 
limestone that turns various 
shades of white and yellow as 
it weathers, lending an unmis¬ 
takable look to the villages and 
terrain. The countryside con¬ 
sists of rolling bills and narrow 
valleys, the 25 or so villages 
connected by a twisting net¬ 
work of country roads, some 
two-lane, others “not suitable 
for motor traffic," which most 


drivers use anyway, beeping 
their warnings as they round 
blind curves or dive straight 
down steep hills. 

The best way to see it all is 
on foot, though a car remains 
indispensable for traveling be¬ 
tween villages. Walks exist 
l i tera IK a 1 mos t e v ery w he re, 
thanks to a quaint old English 
law (set up more for shepherds 
than tourists) that requires land- 
owners to allow hikers to cross

their lands so long as the trails 
actually remain in demand. 
To guarantee this, a group of 
dedicated Cotswold walkers 
makes sure each local Foot¬ 
path gets walked periodically, 
thus saving them for all. 

When you walk, you really 
appreciate the landscape — 
best of all, the mile after mile 
of four-foot, hand-stacked stone 
fences connecting the hills to 
the woods and the woods to 
the roads. Along your way, 
you’ll come across: abandoned 
and drained canals (a nice one 
between Dane way and Stroud 
is being restored, locks and 
all, by local volunteers): de¬ 
serted Cotswold stone quarries 
(one on the Leckhampton hill 
above Cheltenham features a 
local landmark, the DeviTs 
Chimney; an outcrop left as a 
“quarryman’s joke’'); grave¬ 
yards with weather-eaten stone 
markers; intricate water plazas 
with pools for dipping buckets 
and troughs for watering 
horses: and everywhere incredi¬ 
ble views (one of the best is 
from a walk near Bird!ip, out 
at the very edge of the Cots¬ 
wold Hills with a view nearly 
to Wales), 

You’H even see some sheep, 
although not as many as once 
roamed these hills. The name 
Cotswold actually comes from 
this tradition — 44 cots'* from 
the word “cotes,” huts where 
sheep spent the winter; and 
“wolds,” an old English term 
for rolling hills. 

Ever) body walks in the Cots- 
wolds, and one of the main 
places they walk to is the 
country pubs — and there’s 
at least one in every village, 
no matter how small. Stone on 
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the outside, beamed ceilings 
and enormous fireplaces on 
the inside, always a variety of 
antiques scattered around gath¬ 
ering dust — probably there 
since the pub opened, and the 
sort of thing American bar¬ 
men pay thousands for, at- 
tem pt i n g (uns uccessf u11 y) to 
create the proper Olde England 
effect. 

The locals sit at heavy wood¬ 
en tables and chairs pulled up 
around the fireplace; they're a 
ruddy lot dressed in tweeds 
and sweaters, heavy socks and 
muddy boots. There’s always 
a regular clientele, so you 
should expect heads to turn 
when you walk in — but if you 
keep your voice down and 
don't stare back, and especially 
if you order the right drink 
(cider or local beer), you'll 
quell potential hostile feelings. 

These pubs are social clubs 
more than places to knock 
down a few drinks. Older men 
group together to play cards, 
darts or skittles; women sit in 
clumps chatting and watching 
over newcomers. With snacks 
of cheese rolls, sandwiches, 
sausages and ploughman s 
lunch (hunks of cheese, bread 
and pickle) available, a pub 
can turn into a full-day event, 
except for closing hours — 
usually between about 2:30 and 
5 pm. 

You'll find good pubs in 
nearly every town, so we hardly 
need recommend. Our favorites 
are pubs like the Bear at Bisley 
(we chanced upon it through 
some January snow flurries 
and stayed for man)' a pint 
in front of the fire), the pub 
on the canal at Daneway and 
one along the Roman road to 
Fossbridge. Pubs are also often 


the best places to spend the 
night — be sure to ask, since 
they rarely have signs out 
advertising rooms. We stayed 
at the Bear, which has only 
two rooms upstairs, for just 
$12 for a double including 
all taxes (high in England), 
a huge breakfast of bacon and 
eggs, cereal and toast, plus a 
morning tea served in our 
room (accompanied by the big 
yellow-tufted tabby house cat). 

Food, in the Cotswolds as 
throughout provincial England, 
leaves much to be desired (for 
the gastronomic holiday, go 
to France). Still, there are a 
few standouts here: the Country 
Elephant in Pafnswick (a real 
find, delicious French food in 
a country village, things like 
rack of lamb and deep-fried 
mushrooms and lemon mousse, 
all about $10 a head, wine, 
tip and tax included): or the 
Seed in Stroud, a vegetarian 
and less expensive place; or the 
Old Wool house in Northleach, 
more authentically French but 
the most expensive. (All three 
are recommended in one of the 
best guidebooks in England: 
the consistently reliable Good 
Food Guide, costly at about 
$7 but w-ell worth it, with res¬ 
taurants, cafes, pubs and inns 
throughout the country' — 
you’d never find them other¬ 
wise.) 

But you’ll never have trouble 
getting by on the big break¬ 
fast, pub snacks and afternoon 
tea with scones (sometimes 
heaped high with butter, jam 
and cottled cream, in which 
case you call it a Cream 
Tea), 

At the edge of the Cotswolds 
is Cheltenham, the area s main 
city, rich with ornate and 
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Milking the Bicentennial cow: American Airlines has 
a “Revolutionary Fare, United offers a “Freedom Fare” 
and TWA has a “Discover America Fare.” 


stylized Regency and Greek 
Revival architecture. Once the 
home of high-fashion spas (fed 
by mineral springs in the vi¬ 
cinity) patronized even by 
royalty, Cheltenham now 
makes a lovely place for Sat¬ 
urday strolls along the elegant 
Promenade or for shopping 
in any of the dozens of antique 
stores (prices often half those 
in London). 

Plan to spend at least three 
days at a time in the Cots- 
wolds. Like all of modern Eng¬ 
land, it’s not cheap — count 
on between $10 and $15 per 
day per person, depending on 
how luxuriously you eat or 
how heavily you drink — but 
always remember the best 
things are, indeed, either free 
or cheap, whether they be a 
country walk or a hearty pint 
(usually around 50c; and an 
Imperial pint at that!). H

As the Bicentennial hoopla 
shifts into high gear with the 
approach of the Fourth of 
July, America's major airlines 
are riding the patriotic theme 
for all it’s worth with color¬ 
fully named excursion fares 
and tour packages. American 
Airlines if offering a “Revo¬ 


lutionary Fare/’ United has its 
“Freedom Fare” and TWA 
has climbed aboard with a 
"Discover America Fare.” 

Essentially these are versions 
of the same thing — excursion 
fares offered by virtually all 
major domestic airlines. You 
get a discount of 15% on the 
round-trip price of any regu¬ 
larly scheduled flight, provided 
you make your reservation 
at least 14 days in advance, 
buy your ticket within ten 
days after booking (or 14 days 
before the flight, whichever 
comes first) and stay at vour 
destination from seven to 30 
days. After Sept. 15, the dis¬ 
count goes up to 20%. Thus, 
you could fly round-trip to 
Boston this summer For $352 
(regularly $414); after Sept, 15, 
the price will be $331. Round- 
trip to New York this summer 
would be $337 (regularly 
$396). 

If you don't plan to stay with 
friends on the other end, you 
might do well to consider the 
plethora of "tour-basing air¬ 
fare” plans the airlines offer. 
The tour desk at any airline 
will gladly go into lavish detail 
on any of their numerous plans, 
but here’s the basic scheme; 
you get a 25% discount on 
round-trip airfare if you also 
buy a "tour package” (not 
necessarily the same thing as 
a guided tour). 

Take American Airlines’ 


"Boston Bicentennial Bargain- 
tour,” for example. To qualify 
for the 25% discount ($311 
round-trip to Boston) on the 
airfare, you must take a tour 
package that costs at least $65. 
The tour package includes two 
nights of accommodations in 
your choice of six hotels, plus 
your choice of one of a wide 
variety of other offers. For 
$69 you could stay at the 
Parker House hotel for two 
nights and get admission tickets 
to any two of the following: 
the Boston Tea Party ship, 
the Grand Exhibition of Pro¬ 
gress, the aquarium, a harbor 
cruise, various museums or a 
host of other attractions. 

Should you find yourself on 
the East Coast this summer, 
Amtraik is offering one of the 
best transportation deals be¬ 
tween Boston and Washington 
appropriately called the "Bi¬ 
centennial”: $25 one-way, $40 
round-trip, with unlimited stop¬ 
overs. The railroad is also 
offering its usual unlimited- 
travel rail passes: 14 days 
for $250, 21 days for $325 
and 30 days for $400; be¬ 
ginning in September, these 
prices alt go down by $ 100. 

And don’t forget the dog; 
both Greyhound and Conti¬ 
nental Trail ways have their 
passes for unlimited travel — 
$250 for 30 days, $350 ’for

rocked a decade 

Underground/’ a portrait of the Weatherpeople

I Ve been a half-baked radical most of my 
live,” Emile de Antonio said modestly last 
week in San Francisco as his seventh and latest 
film Underground, a portrait of the Weather 
Underground Organization (WUO), opened here 
to enthusiastic audiences, De Antonio is a large 
man with a kind face, a friendly smile and a 
wry sense of humor. ‘Tm a free-wheeling 
anarchist type; I was always impressed with 
the tender loving care with which the Weather 
bombings were executed,” he continued, "No 
one was ever hurt, and they were all directed 
against the symbols of oppression and author¬ 
ity/* 

In the first four years of this decade the 
Weatherpeople set off two dozen bombs — at 
the Pentagon, the State Department and the US 
Capitol in Washington, D.C, Then, in the 
summer of 1974, the bombers turned writers, 
theoreticians and printers and issued Prairie 
Fire, their 156-page political statement. The 
Weather word proved more effective than the 
Weather bomb, Reading Prairie Fire in the 
summer of 1974, de Antonio recognized a 
document of rare cultural and political signifi¬ 
cance. He saw it as a "surfacing/* a reaching 
out to a wider audience by the Weatherpeople. 
In part de Antonio himself was floundering 
and wanted a political raft to hold on to 
Like many radicals who had been caught 
up in the turmoil of the Sixties, he was 
stranded on the dry shores of the Seventies, 
“What was left of the Sixties was just 
shards and fragments, attitudes of the counter¬ 
culture with no program, no organization/* 
he says. For de Antonio as for many radicals. 
Prairie Fire offered a coherent analysis of 
US history, a critique of imperialism and a 
glimpse of a new communist organization. 
Instinctively he decided to make a film about 
t he We a t he rpeop 1 e, 

De Antonio spread word that he was interested 
in making a movie about the WUO. Eventually 
the word filtered down to the fugitives, De 
Antonio was contacted and after several clan¬ 
destine meetings they agreed to make a film 
together. De Antonio promised the Weather¬ 
people not to cooperate with any grand jury 
investigation or with the FBI, They asked 
that a woman participate in the project, and 
de Antonio involved Mary Lampson. a film 
editor who had worked with him on his 
earlier films. He also called upon his old 
friend Haskell Wexler, an Academy Award- 
winning Hollywood cameraman. The three 
filmmakers — they called themselves Action 
Collective 27 — spent several days under¬ 
ground with the Weatherpeople in Mav of 
1975. 

Underground took a full year to finish. 
It is propaganda, a nonmovie, a movie without 
a plot, without acting, without direction. But 
it is an excellent documentary and it was 
superbly assembled and edited. Five Weather- 
people—Bernardine Dohrn, Kathy Boudin, Cathy 
Wilkerson, Jeff Jones and Billy Ayers— talk 
about their lives, but the film is not about 
the personal experiences of fugitives. There are 
no secret revelations here. Nor is Underground 
about "the underground” as the title suggests. 
Rather it is a celebration of American radical¬ 
ism from the Thirties to the Sixties. Underground 
undermines the antbSixties propaganda that has 
been served to us in books and movies ever 
since the last decade was in bloom. The WUO 
has provided de Antonio with the living link 
he needed to make a Him that celebrates the 
decade he loves best. 

For the first time, a veteran of the radical 
movement of the Thirties and the Forties has 
un begrudgingly lauded the veterans of the radical 
movement of the Sixties and early Seventies. 
Unlike a great many rebels of his generation, 

Jonah Raskin lived through the McCarthy era 
as a closet radical son of Communist Party 
parents , surfacing in 1959 on a picket line at a 
Woolworth's store to protest segregation. He 
was active in the movements to ban the bomb , 
ensure civil rights and stop the war in Vietnam . 
He is the author of Out of the Whale; Growing 
Up in the American Left and is currently 
writing a book about the greatest fugitive of all 
time — B. Traven , 


de Antonio does not use the "heroic past” 
of factory workers and strikers as a dub to 
beat the younger generation of rebels. Too 
often the trade union organizers of the Thirties 
rebuked the antiwar protesters of the Sixties 
because they didn’t act according to plan, 
De Antonio sees the WUO—as they indeed 
see themselves—as a legitimate inheritor of 
the trade union and Communist Par tv militancy 
of the Depression era, and at the same time 
of the antiwar and civil rights movements of 
the Sixties. 

While many radicals have become "fugi¬ 
tives” from the Sixties and their street fighting 
days, the WUO has sunk its roots deep into the 
past. Dc Antonio’s film lovingly explores those 
roots. It goes so far as to offer us the old songs of 
the decade, from Pete Seeger and Nina Simone to 
Phil Ochs and Bob Dylan doing "Subterranean 
Homesick Blues/’ Underground is the first 
nostalgia film about Sixties radicals—hardly a 
popular them in these "happy days/’ But in 
Berkeley and Madison and in radical enclaves 
tn Boston, San Francisco and New' York, 
it is being heralded as the film that captures 
the feeling of the Sixties. De Antonio is becoming 
a cultural hero—not simply to the supporters 
of the Weatherpeople, but to hippies, dropouts, 
freaks, the whole east of characters in the 
revolutionary drama of the Sixties, Underground 
sings the poetry, the grace, the humor and the 
sadness that rocked a decade. 

This reverence for the radical past is an 
about-face for the WUO. When "Weatherman/ 
as it was then called, was formed rn 1969, 
it condemned both the Old and the New Left 
and embarked on a path of armed struggle. 
The Weatherpeople looked more to the Third 
World than they did to their own backyards. 
Underground show's us their new course; 
their roots are with Bob Dylan, John Brown, 
Harriet Tubman and Elizabeth Gurley Flynn 
as much as with Ho, Map and Che. 

But the filmmakers as well as the fugitives 
have changed over the past seven years. Haskell 
Wexler had seen Billy Ayres — one of the five 
fugitives interviewed here, and now the editor 
of the WUO s clandestine magazine Osa - 
watomie — at the Days of Rage demonstrations 
in Chicago in 1969. By accident he found him¬ 
self marching with Weathermen wearing foot¬ 
ball helmets. "I thought it was going to be 
another antiwar march/* Wexler told Rolling 
Stone last autumn. "Then ail of a sudden the 
people I was marching with went bananas. 
They started to throw rocks and they did it 
right in front of the police,” Meeting with 
Avres again, Wexler revised his mental picture; 
"They are good people, dedicated people, very 
sensitive to one another and to us as people and 
not just as political beings," he said. 

Mary Lampson offered a similar perspective 
at a Los Angeles press conference in June 
1975 after the Justice Department subpoenaed 
her, Wexler and de Antonio in an attempt 
to seize the film and nab the fugitives. "I 
thought that the Weatherpeople were crazy 
too/* Lampson noted. “But I discovered that 
they are people like me. The WUO is not 
an isolated group or an aberration. They are 
part of a larger movement in this country'/’ 

De Antonio and Wexler fallowed the trail 
of the Weatherpeople from the mid-Sixties, 
when they were members of Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS), through the Days of 
Rage demonstrations in Chicago — called to 
protest the war in Vietnam and the Chicago 
Conspiracy Trial— to the tragic explosion in a 
Greenwich Village townhouse in March 1970 
when three Weatherpeople constructing a bomb 
killed themselves, 

Dc Antonio and Wexler are maverick artists 
and politicos who have straddled mainstream 
American culture for the last 30 years. Wexler 
has a list of Hollywood film credits that’s 
as impressive as anyone’s. He was the camera¬ 
man for Who y $ Afraid of Virginia Woolf The 
Thomas Crown Affair ; American Graffiti, 
and One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest ; but 
unfortunately there isn’t the slightest hint in 
Underground how he got from Edward Albee 
to Bernardine Dohrn, There isn’t a word about 
his or de Antonio’s rich political background in 
this movie. The filmmakers have splashed their

enemies iist. In 1972, with political activity 
la gg' n g. he dug into his own past and shot 
Painhtrs Painting, a film about the N'ew York 
art world. 


In Underground Wexler stands motionless, 
his eye glued to the camera; de Antonio 
looks down at the floor as if it were a 
crime to look Kathy Boudin in the eye. Mary 
Lampson alone looks at the fugitives without 
shying away. In her face there is not fear 
or apprehension but warmth, friendship, inti¬ 
macy. Perhaps this is to be expected since she, 
unlike Wexler or de Antonio, belongs to the 
same generation as her sisters Kathy, Cathy and 
Bernardine. " ! They are people like me who 
went to school and college at the same time, 
and they experienced the war in Vietnam as I 
did," she said. 

Emile de Antonio is like a character out 
ol an old Hollywood movie; he has a tough- 
guy exterior, and one can imagine him at 
Hick s place in Casablanca drinking whiskev 
and talking with Humphrey Bogart, When an 
FBI man followed him recently he phoned 
the office and told the agent in charge of the 
case, "Get vour fuckin’ gumshoe off my back," 
But “D", as his friends call him, is also a 
tender, generous man. I met him first in New 
York two years ago and listened to him tell 
stories about his life. "D" is 55 years old, 
old enough to be Jeff Jones’s or Billy Ayres’s 
father. In January 1942, when Bernard me 
Dohrn was born, he had a Harvard diploma 
on his wall and a Communist Party membership 
card in his wallet. In World War II he was 
a flier; after the numbing experience of combat 
he was a longshoreman, a barge captain, a 
teacher. From the late Forties to the early 
Sixties he was a bohemian, a beatnik, a friend 
of artists like Andy Warhol and Robert Rausch¬ 
enberg. “When I got out of the army all I wanted 
to do was drink, meet people and talk," de 
Antonio told me. "I started slowly moving into 
the world of glamorous women, chic people, 
talented painters, architects, writers. I became 
a dandy and a playboy, and my life was empty." 

Then in 1963 he returned to the political 
arena and made his first film. Point of Order, a 
documentary about joe McCarthy. My parents 
had been members of the Communist Party; I 
was active in the ban-the-bomb and the sit-in 
movements, and I knew what it meant to be 
investigated. I saw Point of Order at the seedy 
Thalia Theater in New- York, and I knew that 
the cold war and McCarthy ism were finally 
dead. The film was a joy to watch, I felt 
a kind of personal liberation and at the same 
time a sense of social upheaval. I didn't know 
what was ahead for me or for my generation 
oi radicals, but at last the past was no longer 
a dead weight. 

After Point of Order came three more docu¬ 
mentaries —Rush to fudgment (1966), an exam¬ 
ination of the Kennedy assassination and the 
Warren Report; In the Year of the Pig (1969), 
a study of thirty years of colonialism and 
resistance in Vietnam, and America Is Hard 
to See (1970), a portrait of Eugene McCarthy's 
presidential campaign. In 1971 de Antonio 
directed Mill house: A White Comedy and 
earned himself a place on the White House 


Given his political credentials, the WUO 
couldn't have chosen a better filmmaker. 
Underground is a companion piece to Point 
of Order , de Antonio s first film. It takes up 
the story where the earlier work leaves off, 
This is especially clear in the film when 
Bernardine Dohrn comments about grow ing up 
in White Fish Bay, Wisconsin, Joe McCarthy's 
home state: “One of the first political things 
I remember is watching the Army-McCaithv 
hearings on television," she told de Antonio. 
Wexler and Lampson. “My parents were Mid¬ 
west Republicans. They voted for Joe McCarthy, 
and it wasn't until years later that f began to 
challenge their ideas. I knew* that taking the 
First step would change my life, and I hesitated 
fora long time." 

I met Bernardine Dohrn for the first time 
in 1969, 1 was a member of SDS and working 
at the National Office in Chicago, writing a 
pamphlet about political prisoners. In August, 
Bernardine returned from Cuba with stories 
about people's war, Vietnamese culture and the 
organization of the National Liberation Front. 
Earlier that year I met most of the other 
Weatherpeople. I remember singing folk songs 
With Kathy Boudin and discovering the world 
of repression in the courts and the prisons, 

I remember going for burgers and fries uptown 
with Jeff Jones and then holding a press con¬ 
ference in Grant Park to protest a police attack 
on the Black Panther Party Headquarters. I 
remember playing touch football with Billy 
Ayres and sitting in his tiny office talking long 
distance with the Weatherpeople in Havana. 

Bernardine Dohrn, the First Secretary and 
acknowledged leader of the W T UO, is one of the 
most remarkable women I have ever met and 
known. In part it is her physical beauty, 
but it is also her sense of dignity and her 
courage. One of the highlights of Underground : 
is a marvelous film dip that de Antonio has 
resurrected from the archives. We get a good, 
close look at Bernardine. She is at a press 
conference in Chicago just after the murder 
of Fred Hampton and Mark Clark. The micro¬ 
phones are shoved in her face and the reporters 
snarl. Her eyes are watery, but she holds 
back the tears; she is composed, but her voice 
swells with passion. “We are Americans," she i 
says, “We were born in this country and we 
will demonstrate here. It is our right." The 
microphones crackle. "Will you march in the 
street?" a reporter asks. “Yes, we will march 
in the streets. It is an obscenity for Chicago 
to celebrate Christmas as usual this year when 
two Black men were slaughtered in cold blood." 

Kathy Boudin also comes across Strongly in j 
the film. Kathy grew- up in a radical family. 
Her father, the attorney Leonard Boudin, defend¬ 
ed trade unionists and "reds"; he was and 
still is the attorney for the Cuban govern men! 
in the US. Kathy lived in the Soviet Union 
briefly; she was a community organizer in 
Cleveland and an active figure in the civil 
rights movement. “What is the best way

for us to make a film that moves other people?*' 
Kathy asked de Antonio. He replied, “By 
telling us how you got there — you, a woman 
of a certain age in the United States, under 
these conditions, under these events/* 

In January 1961, when she was 17 years old. 
Kathy was in Havana, “I was standing down¬ 
town surrounded by a million people who had 
come to celebrate the revolution/' she says* 
“At the end of six or seven hours came a 
long military parade with guns, weapons and 
tanks. My Cuban friend who was standing next 
to me saw my eyes fill up with tears. He looked 
at me and he said, 'I understand what you’re 
feeling. We don't like to have guns and weapons 
either, but it's your country that makes us 
have to do this.' Three months later the Bay 
of Pigs invasion occurred, and l understood 
w hat he meant," 

Underground is also a film about the difficulty 
of making a movie with and about fugitives. 
“I'm gonna be uncomfortable for this whole 
project/' Jeff Jones says as he strikes out at 
the screen that separates him from the camera. 
In Underground we see Jeff, Bernardine, Cathy, 
Kathy, and Billy through a screen; we see the 
backs of their heads as reflected in a mirror 
(they wear hats and wigs too), and we see 
only their dark silhouettes. The screen and the 
mirror are there because fugitive life isn't 
ordinary life; they are wanted by the FBI, and 
we, most of us, aren't. It is frustrating not 
to see them face to face after so many years, 
but given the existence of the FBI. the courts 
and the prisons, there isn't a clear alternative. 
"We all Felt that we had a wall Between us 
both literally and figuratively/' de Antonio 
said in San Francisco last week. As Wexler told 
Rolling Stone , “There was nothing to shoot, 
nothing to see. A lot of times I just closed 
my eyes. We might as well have done a 
radio show." 

The WUO is by its very clandestine nature 
unfilmable. To photograph the daily lives of 
fugitives—to reveal how they look today, to 
show- where they live and work, their daily 
political activity and their personal relation¬ 
ships would be to destroy the organization. 
Underground is a surfacing that tests the 
boundaries of clandestineness. One lesson to be 
learned, however, is that a film can be made 
with and about fugitives without anyone going 
to jail. And that s encouraging; perhaps the 
Weatherpeople will be prepared to reveal a little 
bit more about their lives and their organiza¬ 
tion next time. 

There were several close calls. At one point 
the FBI learned that de Antonio, Wexler and 
Lampson were making a movie about the 
Weatherpeople and were on the verge of captur¬ 
ing them all, but the fugitives slipped away. 


Then when the government failed to apprehend 
the fugitives it tried to nail the filmmakers, 
De Antonio, Lampson, and Wexler were sub¬ 
poenaed to appear before a Los Angeles grand 
jury and bring their film with them, ft was 
the first time in our history that the govern¬ 
ment attempted to stop a documentary film 
in progress. The filmmakers fulfilled 
their promise to the WUO and refused to 
cooperate with the government. Hollywood 
rallied to their defense. Warren Beatty, Peter 
Bogdanovich, Jeff Bridges, Mel Brooks, Jack 
Nicholson, Arthur Penn, Jon Voight and a 
dozen other actors, producers and directors — 
the Hollywood Ten candidates of the future — 
agreed that de Antonio, Wexler and Lampson 
“had the right to make a film about any 
subject, and specifically the right to make 
a film about the WUO." Confronted with 
this impressive list of stars, and so much 
adverse publicity, the Justice Department with¬ 
drew its subpoenas. No new grand jury was 
convened, and Assistant US Attorney Robert 
C. Bonner, the official who issued the subpoenas, 
was relieved of his post. 

Much of Underground is a joy to watch. 
We see, for example, a street confrontation 
between a cop and two hippies. The hippies 
grab the cop’s stick and round ami round they 
go spinning faster and faster. Then the hippies 
let go of their end of the stick and the cop 
goes flying til! he lands on his ass. At the 
KPFA benefit showing in Berkeley the audience— 
2,000 strong •— went wild? with laughter and 
applause. 

But Underground also left me feeling sad. 
I had the impression of a past alive with 
energy, joy, passion and grief, and a present 
weighed down by stillness, seriousness and 
intellectual clarity. On de Antonio's screen the 
Sixties look much more attractive than the 
Seventies. We feel the past; the Weatherpeople 
make history. They are directly involved with 
the civil rights and antiwar movements. And 
then they disappear. We see them today in a 
darkened room, windows boarded up, sitting 
behind a screen, talking rationally. It is a static- 
portrait. Th e W ea t herpeop I e d< ) mo v e 1 ree i y i n 
the world at large. For example, in the May 
issue of Osawatomie they offer this eyewitness 
account of Paul Robeson's funeral at the AME 
Zion Church in Harlem: "Black and white, of 
every age. we Fill the church smiling solidarity 
to one another as we crowd closer together, 
a cross-section of lives touched by a great 
man. Hymns and prayers are followed by 
tributes; Lloyd Brown begins, The tallest tree 
in our torest has fallen/ " What a wonderful 
scene this would have made in de Antonio's 
film. Here is contact with ordinary people that 
is missing from Underground when it encom¬ 
passes the present. For the Weatherpeople, 
words and not pictures tell the complete 
story.

One Monkees evolution 

Michael Nesmith investigates consciousness and perception 


T he former teen idol is studying the piushl y 
carpeted floor of his room in SF's Clift 
Hotel, thinking long and hard before respond¬ 
ing to the question. Ten years ago, the question 
wouldn’t have been anything more complicated 
than "What's your favorite color?" or "What 
kind of girls do you like to date?” But that was 
ten years ago, 

"I'm very much interested in the integrity 
of whole systems designs," Michael Nesmith 
says, so quietly that the tape recorder barely 
registers. “And that demands a certain amount 
of knowledge of fundamental principles," 
That's not the kind of line Nesmith tossed 
off as a member of the Monkees, TV’s answer 
to the Beatles, from 1966 to 1969. It would've 
blown the whole image. Nesmith was the quiet, 
good-naturedly cynical Monkee in the green 
wool hat. He was expected to speak quotable 
about food, colors, girls, ears and movies, and 
little else. Whole forests w T ere leveled to print 
pulpy accounts of his feelings on these subjects. 
And, not suprisingly, serious musical folk res¬ 
ponded by treating Nesmith and the Monkees 
like a sort of Beverly Hillbillies with electric 
guitars — which they didn't even play. 

But when the Monkees' mercurial stardom 
faded, Nesmith surprised everyone bv turning 


out six hauntingly beautiful and literate solo 
albums. His music had a country & western 
feel, but it went way beyond even the most pro¬ 
gressive C6cW of the time. Monkees records 
had always been adored by the public and 
ignored by the critics; now, in his solo career, 
Nesmith found just the opposite happening. 
His relationship with his record company fell 
apart, and Nesmith began thinking more serious¬ 
ly about fundamental principles and the in¬ 
tegrity of whole systems designs. Specifically, 
he thought about how- to integrate art, the 
artist, the community and the consciousness 
into a unified, mutually supportive system. 
What he came up with was the Pacific Arts Cor¬ 
poration, which he and his wife Kathryn created 
out of their Carmel Highlands home in 1974. 

Pacific Arts is "a corporation set up to allow 
the artist to have control of his product. There’s 
a lot ot difference between running a business 
in a capitalistic system and painting a picture/' 
Nesmith explains. “We try to provide the artists 
w'ith access to the tools by giving them the in¬ 
formation on how to run a business.” Pacific- 
Arts includes an informal school, which teaches 
an artist how to run a business, and a func¬ 
tioning manufacturing and distribution system, 
headed by Michael and Kathryn, which shows

Alas, poor Hamlet! 

The Julian Theater’s ambitious undertaking

ichard Rekow, director of the Julian Thea¬ 
ter's current Hamlet , says the production 
was created not to “dazzle with new insights" 
but rather to “display really fine acting and 
reveal the destiny in human relationships/' 

Tm not sure what the “destiny in human 
relationships' - means, but after seeing Rekow's 
interpolation of Hamlet, I would agree that the 
production's insightful “dazzle" is almost non¬ 
existent. Unfortunately, “realIy fine acting" 
is also in scarce supply. Many in the large, 
attractive cast are ardently talented, but Rekow's 
lack of coherent Focus leaves them floundering 
at an unresonant, superficial level. 

Hamlet's wit, its psychological and political 
ironies, are frequently blunted in this succession 
of rushed, clunky, poorly paced scenes. Rekow 
isn't sensitive enough to the musical “pulse" 
of the play. (And in Shakespeare, as the fine 
drama critic Stark Young once pointed out, 
musical pattern “is a portion of the idea.") 

This general lack of rhythmic ebb and flow 
puts a particular burden on Alan Barnes, who 
plays Hamlet with a poorly modulated, breath¬ 
less intensity . Barnes, his voice tense and strained, 
never seems sure when lines should be stressed 
or thrown away. Resembling a cross between 
a cherub-cheeked Brandon de Wilde and a fer¬ 
menting James Mason, Barnes is an actor of 
great ability. But here his delivery often has a 
grating rote quality as if he were still memoriz¬ 
ing the lines and hadn't got to the point of ex¬ 
am i n ing anc 1 st ress ing thei r mcan ing. 

To some extent the same problems appear in 
Winifred Mann's insecure, hausfrau-sl\ le Ger¬ 
trude a ml Joseph Miksak's flat Claudius. Mik- 
sak, in particular, continually hesitates before 
speaking, and the delays undermine the credi¬ 
bility of his already too casual characteriza¬ 
tion. As a childish Ophelia. Wendy Owen fares 
somewhat better, as does Curt Baker with his 
quiet, touching portrayal of Horatio. Bill 
Lehrke’s distraught Laertes and Lewis Brown's 
pithy gravedigger arc notable. At their best, 
however, the actors only manage to create a 
few vivid moments in a quavering evening. 

In all fairness to the cast, it should be re¬ 
membered that Hamlet is an ambitious, complex

them how. “I certainly couldn't teach it to 
somebody if I couldn't do it myself," Nesmith 
says. 

Of the conventional music marketing system, 
Nesmith says, “it's not a bad system, but it's 
largely ignorant of the needs it exists to fulfill. 
It s a question of having it function according 
to a system of integrity and principle and not 
have the profit motive be the almighty motive. 
If you set up a system of doing business where 
you're practicing that, and people are watching 
your example, and if it's successful — on what¬ 
ever level you're viewing success, are you happy 
or is it a Mercedes Benz — then it inspires imita¬ 
tions."

undertaking, and the performers will surely 
settle down and improve alter their opening 
weekend jitters (I saw it on the second night). 
Even in shaky form the show contains undenia¬ 
ble virtues, Rekow. in his considerably shortened 
version, admirably resists the temptation to arbi¬ 
trarily update Shakespeare by setting Hamlet 
in contemporary' Afghanistan or the antebellum 
South. The production tries for a timeless sim¬ 
plicity'. Dale Altavaters ramped set design serves 
the small Julian space well, as do the striking 
painted panels of Linda Hauswirth with their 
huge cadaverous'faces and soaring eagles. The 
muted rust, brown and beige ungloomv color 
scheme, extended to Regina Cate's awkward, 
peasant-type costuming, does become subtly 
monotonous, while James DeCorsvs original 
music is pleasantly Elizabethan but too plentiful. 

Obviously a great deal of concern and love 
went into the Julian's Hamlet. which makes 
their occasional lack of attention to detail all 
the more curious. Why, for instance, can't 
thirtyish actor Richard Reineccius be made to 
look older as the foolish Polonius? Why does 
Queen Gertrude appear at court functions 
with a silly little fake bun bobby-pinned to 
the back ol her loose, shoulder-length hair? 
Why can't the dandy Osric look more like the 
pompous, perfumed ass he is? And why does 
Hamlet, a prince, dress almost exacth like his 
palace guards? 

These matters may seem picayune, but with¬ 
in the given premises of a play it s minutiae 
that create believability. Hamlet . of course, 
could be presented in the nude or in burlap 
sacks to great effect, but then the acting would 
have to reach compensatory heights that the 
Julian isn't quite ready for. ■ 


Pacific Arts' major project to date is The 
Prison (PAG 101), which Nesmith describes 
as “a book with a soundtrack." The 68 -page 
book, beautifully illustrated with paintings by 
a Monterey kindergarten class, is an allegorical 
story setting forth Nesmith's ideas on conscious¬ 
ness and perception. The soundtrack accom¬ 
panies, rather than duplicates, the story. Though 
it works independently as pure music, it works 
even better as a soundtrack, to be listened to 
as you're reading. The music and lyrics drift in 
and out of your consciousness as you read, 
and each time you read/listen you pick up dif¬ 
ferent snatches In different phasing. The music, 
like Nesmith's earlier solo work, is simple, di¬ 
rect and profoundly haunting. It retains the 
basic C&W feel, but much of the twang is gone. 

The idea of The Prison is not to persuade 
anyone to join Nesmith on the One True Path. 
“America has a pretty bad case of guru-itis 
right now," he says. Rather, the idea is “to 
lay the information out there about some very 
basic fundamental workings. " 

Nesmith wrote and recorded The Prison two 
years ago. He's been distributing it by mail 
order and through selected record stores since 
then, and he's performed parts of it in solo con¬ 
certs in England and at Sonoma State College. 
Response to those performances led him to 
mount a full-scale multimedia theatrical pro¬ 
duction, which will have its world premiere 
in SF at the Palace of Fine Arts, June 10-12, 
The production will use live music and narra¬ 
tion, film, dance and theatre to convey the 
message. Choreography is by Carlos Carvajal 
and the highly acclaimed Dance Spectrum 
company, with Rec Russel as featured dancer. ■

When I asked junji 
Takemura. the owner/bar tender 
of Akasaka, for a business 
card, he gave me the wrong 
card.

a twinkle of wit, he gave me

Akasaka the street names are 
all in Japanese. Mr. Takemura 
told me his mother, Madame 
Yoshiko Takemura, visits Aka¬ 
saka some six times a year, 
just to check up.

What she keeps an eye on is 
an exceptionally fine Japanese 
restaurant, nestling in a minj- 
Japantuwn on the edge of 
Chinatown. There's a peace 
and elegance wrapped about 
Akasaka that’s so infectious 
you'll probably find yourself 
lingering over pot after pot 
of tea easing off into the in¬ 
finite a tonality of classic Jap¬ 
anese music. What's to sample 
here? Well, there's toban-yaki 
($7.75), a dish utilizing Japan¬ 
ese oil-baking. Beef, shrimp 
and vegetables are baked in 
a ceramic pot at your table, 
then served to much audible 
licking of chops. There's a 
wondrous misozuke ($4.25), a 
simple plate of buttery, mari¬ 
nated halibut slices, tasting of 
tofu paste, then broiled. The 
restaurant guarantees it to be 
the same tofu paste used at 
Shiruyoshi, Then, there's the

sashimi ($5.75), a fine raw fish 
salad, here enhanced with uni 
(sea urchin roe), which tastes a 
bit like the clocks smell at low 
tide. And for the serious eater, 
there arc the three kaiscki din¬ 
ners (at $ 12, $ 15 and $25), liter¬ 
ally meals served from soup to 
nuts. The menu describes the 
meals as "a feast for your pal¬ 
ate, a delight toyouf eyes... put 
your appetite in the hands of 
our chef.” A kaiscki dinner 
should silence all who complain 
that they're always hungry- 
after Japanese food. 

Schroeders Cafe, 240 Front 
(near California), SF, 421-4778. 
Mon. - FrL II am - 9 pm. By 
Siegfried's beard, 1 love Schroe- 
der's, a venerable institution 
worthy of serving sauerbraten 
at the very' gates of Valhalla. 
Schroeders started dispensing 
its special brand of gemuet* 
liehkeit in 1893 near the foot 
of Market Street. In 1935 
the Cafe started serving dinner 
and allowing ladies in after 
1:30 pm, a tradition that lasted 
until October of 1970. Now in 
its fifth location (for the past 


19 years), the Cafe still looks 
as it did at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury, with the shelves lined with 
a collection of beer steins, old- 
fashioned coa Land-hat hooks 
mounted on the dark-wood- 
paneled walls, polished oak 
table tops, cane chairs and a 
mahogany and rosewood bar. 
The day's dishes are posted 
over the kitchen, anti the food 
is brought with unnerving speed 
by some of the crustiest waiters 
in town, aged masters of con¬ 
trariness worthy of the dairy- 
restaurants of New York's Low¬ 
er East Side. The menu changes 
daily, and all the dishes, from 
the redoubtable sauerbraten 
through the koenigsberger klops 
with sauerkraut, the Wiener 
backhuhn, the Holstein schnit¬ 
zel and even the old-fashioned 
Irish stew, are far beyond 
mortal criticism (though the 
cook has a ways to go to reach 
papal infallibility). Try, if you 
can, to keep the gut-rumbling 
murals that surround the room 
— of mythically fat Germans 
eating the larders of entire 
restaurants, buxom maidens 
and what looks like the staff of 


40 years ago dressed as monks 
— from intruding upon your 
appetite. They make me feel 
giddy, as if I*m eating inside 
a cartoon strip. (Dishes run 
in the $3-$5 price range.) 

German Swiss Lunch, 5 Grove/ 
1202 Market (on the edge of 
the Civic Center), SF, 431- 
5273, Mon.-Fri. 11 am-3 pm. 
This pastry-sized triangle of a 
restaurant must be the most 
widely little-discovered restau¬ 
rant in San Francisco, Located 
at the hub of the Civic Center 
and Market Street urban disas¬ 
ter area, the Lunch serves just 
lunch, daily, to the deadened 
palates of politicos and bar¬ 
risters who come here to take 
a break from the endless French 
dips at the many hofbrau-styie 
restaurants that ring City Hall, 
The Lunch is a pseudo-Swiss 
chalet, filled with hand-lettered 
signs that declare the day’s 
specials and beer ads for Pun- 
tigamer and Spa ten Muenchen. 
The place is a delight, one of 
the best examples of the tradi¬ 
tional schnell imbtss ("quick 
eats") in town. 

You'll Find such culinary 
oddments as the Augsburg dog 
(a frank with bacon, German 
salami and cheese), or the 
Swiss dog (all-beef frank 
smothered with Swiss cheese 
and sauerkraut), both served 
with a choice of salads and 
both $L35. Soups run to cab¬ 
bage and goulash, salads are 
red cabbage, sauerkraut and 
hot German potato salad with 
bacon crumbles, and hot plates 
are basic fare like German 
meat loaf served with gravy, 
hot potato salad, a choice of 
vegetables and dark rye with 
butter, all for $2 and very fill¬ 
ing indeed. M
